L ater today I'll have jto ee see if I can pick that up and have 
that to work on tomorrow. One of them, the computer whiz, is to ma ke a new diskette 
on the chpaters of Case '.pen edited out that I'll, use in the Mailer ms and until she does 
that and makej^. printout I cannot do any more on that. It hpppenes that they know the 
student I did not engage, a pleasant young woman from the B ardabos, because they could 
spend twice as much time on my work. So they've agree to speak to her and get her on 
this. But that means beginning with converting what is does, those three chapters, to 
the format she uses. Sp.if later today I can get the half of the Newman ms. they've 
done I'll have some tiling with which to work tomorrow morning.

of the publisher's disinterest and failure to"'mS make any effort to promote the book 
in any way^ after sitting on it for two years Thanks to you he had 

almost all of it cieanl^ retyrped before the end of 1 992„ 

So, what I am asking is whether you, Gerry, j^ennis and Jerry might want to 
4° ‘this* making it a proposal ^or submission from academe. Perhaps B ill also as a 
lawyer. And, if by chance it succeeeded, I would want^ou all to go instead of me 
because going would, d think, be too dangerous to me. 

I never slpeak of what I have done, never boast about it, but I am aware that 
it is not all that everyday. And perhaps most important of all, that it all stacks. I 
have yet to get a single call or letter complaining of any unfairness or e^ror from 
any one of the multitude of whom#' I have written so critically. 

And I began broke, in debt, with no slurce of into income and went farthur 
into debt tollf become a publisher to open the subject up. And have given it all away, 
with no quid pro quo 0 

Please tliink of this and let me know. I’ll send copies to the others so they 
also can think of it. 

Snd of what it could mean with any success at all. 

Also of the gfijbix odd3 against me and against what B have done.
